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Honors  Fall  on  Fenway 


P  robably  never  before  in  the  his¬ 
tory  of  Baseball  have  the  members  of 
the  top  echelon  of  any  single  team 
received  the  number  of  high  honors 
that  were  bestowed  on  Owner  Tom 
Yawkey,  General  Manager  Joe  Cronin 
and  Manager  Mike  Higgins  of  the 
Red  Sox  during  the  past  winter. 

Yawkey  was  elected  Vice-President 
of  the  American  League,  succeeding 
the  late  Clark  Griffith. 

During  a  five-day  span  beginning 
February  1,  the  Red  Sox  owner  was 
honored  by  the  Massachusetts  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Catholics,  Protestants  and 
Jews;  presented  a  sterling  silver  bat 
by  the  Boston  Chapter  of  the  Base¬ 
ball  Writers  Association  of  America 
for  being  Baseball’s  Most  Valuable 
Owner;  cited  by  the  National  Foun¬ 
dation  for  Children’s  Cancer  Re¬ 
search;  and  presented  the  William 
Slocum  Memorial  Award  by  the  New 
York  baseball  writers  for  Long  and 
Meritorious  Service  to  Baseball. 

As  a  tribute  to  his  distinguished 
record  as  a  player,  whose  active  career 
extended  over  a  20-year  period, 
Cronin  was  elected  to  Baseball’s  Hall 
of  Fame  on  January  25.  At  the  Bos¬ 
ton  writers’  dinner,  eight  days  later, 
Cronin  was  presented  a  plaque  in 
recognition  of  his  elevation  to  a  place 
in  the  company  of  the  all-time  greats 
of  baseball. 

Higgins  was  named  the  Manager 
of  the  Year  in  both  the  Associated 
Press  and  United  Press  polls.  For  that 
distinction,  the  result  of  leading  the 
Red  Sox  back  from  their  spot  of  42 
games  out  in  1954  to  a  pennant  con¬ 
tending  role  in  4955,  Higgins  was 
presented  the  Paul  Shannon  Me¬ 
morial  Bowl  at  the  Boston  writers’ 
dinner  for  Outstanding  Achievement. 

When  .it  was  announced  that 
Yawkey  was  going  to  be  honored  at 
both  the  Boston  and  New  York 
writers'  dinners,  tributes  came  from 
sports  columnists  everywhere. 


Joe  'Williams  of  the  New  York 
World-Telegram  wrote:  “It  is  scarcely 
necessary  to  mention  that  only  men 
of  flawless  character,  transcendent 
achievement  and  spiritual  warmth  are 
invited  to  sit  at  the  head  table  at  the 
New  York  Writers’  Dinner. 

“A  man  like  Thomas  Austin  Yaw¬ 
key  for  example.  The  writers  are 
honoring  him  for  his  long  service  to 
baseball.  They  can  play  this  one 
straight  all  the  way.  No  one  has  put 
more  in  the  game,  taken  out  less,  and 
—so  typical— expected  nothing. 

“Baseball  is  a  hobby  with  Yawkey, 
one  in  which  his  interest  apparently 
has  never  diminished.  On  his  30th 
birthday  he  inherited  a  considerable 
sum  of  money.  Four  days  later  he 
owned  the  Red  Sox.” 

In  Arthur  Daley  s  column  in  the 
New  York  Times  appeared:  “The 
New  York  Chapter  of  the  Baseball 
Writers  will  pay  tribute  tonight  to 
the  quiet-spoken  and  self-effacing 
owner  of  the  Boston  Red  Sox.  They 
will  present  him  with  the  Bill  Slocum 
Memorial  Plaque  for  meritorious  serv¬ 


ice  to  the  sport  at  their  33rd  annual 
dinner  and  show  at  the  Waldorf- 
Astoria.  This  is  a  recognition  that  is 
singularly  deserved.  Tom  is  a  regular 
guy  without  pretense  or  pretensions, 
a  solid  citizen  and  a  sound  baseball 
man.”

Thomas  Austin  Yawkev  was  born 

,  J 

in  Detroit,  February  21,  1903.  His 
foster  father  and  uncle,  William 
Hoover  Yawkey,  a  Detroit  industrial¬ 
ist,  was  president  of  the  Tigers  from 
1903-1907  and  had  a  continued  inter¬ 
est  in  the  Detroit  American  League 
club  until  his  death  in  1918. 

Thus  Tom  Yawkey  was  brought  up 
among  baseball'surroundings.  He  at¬ 
tended  the  Irving  School  at  Tarry- 
town-on-the-Hudson,  N.  Y.,  a  school 
whose  most  illustrious  alumnus  was 
Eddie  Collins,  who  later  became 
Yawkey’s  General  Manager  in  the 
Red  Sox  organization. 

From  Tarrytown,  Tom  Yawkev 
moved  on  to  Yale  University  where 
he  attained  both  scholastic  and  at! 
letic  distinction. 
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MR.  AND  MRS.  THOMAS  A.  YAWKEY  ...  The  Red  Sox  have  no 
more  enthusiastic  'rooters  than  the  club's  own  first  family.

Mr.  Yawkey  purchased  the  Red 
Sox  in  February,  1 933.  The  team 
hadn  t  finished  in  the  first  division 
since  the  1918  club  won  the  pennant. 

In  fact,  the  1932  team  had  the  worst 
record  in  Red  Sox  history,  winning  43 
games  and  losing  1 1 1  for  a  .279  per¬ 
centage. 

But  Tom  Yawkey  accepted  the 
challenge,  fulfilled  his  bovhood  am¬ 
bition  of  owning  a  major  league  team 
and  Boston  baseball  fans  have  never 

had  reason  to  regret  his  move. 

*  *  * 

From  California  to  Cooperstown 
will  be  a  baseball  trail  blazed  by  Jo¬ 
seph  Edward  Cronin.  Joe  was  born 
in  San  Francisco,  October  12,  1906. 

He  will  be  enshrined  with  Baseball’s 
immortals  at  Cooperstown,  N.  Y., 
next  July  23. 

Cronin's  major  league  career  began 
with  the  Pittsburgh  Pirates  in  1926. 

Two  years  later,  a  plaver  with  a  good- 
field,  no-hit  rating,  Cronin  was  pur¬ 
chased  bv  the  Washington  Senators. 

In  another  two  vears,  Cronin  was 
the  American  League’s  Most  Valu¬ 
able  Player.  Fie  batted  .346,  drove  in 
126  runs  and  also  led  the  American 
League  in  putouts  and  assists  during 
the  1930  season. 

On  October  8,  1932,  four  davs  be¬ 
fore  his  26th  birthday,  Cronin  was 
appointed  Washington’s  manager, 
succeeding  Walter  Job  isnn. 


When  the  annual  All-Star  game 
was  inaugurated  in  1933  in  Chicago, 
Joe  Cronin  was  the  American  League 
shortstop.  In  six  of  the  eight  follow¬ 
ing  All-Star  games,  Cronin  was  at  his 
familiar  shortstop  post  for  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Leaguers. 

The  year  1933  was  a  memorable 
one  for  Joe  Cronin  in  many  ways.  As 
a  freshman  manager,  he  led  the  Sena¬ 
tors  to  the  American  League  cham¬ 
pionship,  batting  .309,  driving  in  118 
runs,  and  leading  the  American 
League  shortstops  with  a  .960  field¬ 
ing  average. 

On  October  26,  1934,  Cronin  came 
to  the  Red  Sox  for  a  purchase  price 
of  $250,000  plus  shortstop  Lynn  Lary. 
Joe  was  named  manager  of  the  Red 
Sox  and  served  in  that  capacity  for 
13  years,  through  1947,  when  he  was 
named  General  Manager  to  succeed 
the  late  Eddie  Collins. 

Cronin’s  success  in  baseball  was 
chiefly  the  result  of  being  an  indus¬ 
trious  worker.  He  put  enthusiasm, 
effort  and  loyalty  into  the  game  he 
loved  so  well.  He  was  at  his  best  in 
the  clutch  situations.  Many  an  Amer¬ 
ican  League  pitcher  was  known  to 
proclaim  he  would  rather  face  any 
batter  in  the  circuit  than  Cronin  if 
the  score  was  close  and  there  were 
runners  on  base. 

Before  coming  to  Boston,  Cronin 
married  Mildred  Robertson,  a  niece 
of  Clark  Griffith,  on  September  27, 
1934.  They  make  their  home  in  New-

Michael  Francis  Higgins  was  born 
lay  27,  1909  at  Red  Oak,  Texas.  He 
sently  makes  his  off-season  home 
Dallas  with  his  charming  wife, 
Hazen,  and  their  lovely  daughters 
ane,  14,  and  Elizabeth,  12. 

Mike  graduated  from  the  Llniver- 


sity  of  Texas  in  1930,  then  signed 
with  the  Philadelphia  Athletics.  He 
was  the  A’s  regular  third  sacker,  1933- 
’37,  before  coming  to  the  Red  Sox  in 
a  trade  for  Billy  Werber. 

With  the  Red  Sox  in  the  1938  sea¬ 
son,  he  set  a  major  league  record  of 
12  consecutive  hits,  a  feat  accomp¬ 
lished  only  once  in  the  last  17  sea¬ 
sons.  From  1939-1945,  exclusive  of 
a  tour  of  duty  with  the  Navy,  Mike 
was  with  the  Detroit  Tigers. 

Back  to  the  Red  Sox  came  Mike 
Higgins  on  May  19,  1946  to  help 
bring  Boston  its  first  American  League 
pennant  winner  since  1918. 

In  1947  Mike  began  his  managerial 
career,  piloting  Roanoke  in  the  Pied¬ 
mont  League  into  first  place.  His 
path  has  been  one  of  progress  since. 
Patient  and  considerate  with  the 
rookies  and  commanding  the  respect 
of  all  his  players,  Higgins  gave  Red 
Sox  fans  a  team  to  be  proud  of  last 
year.  The  1956  campaign  promises  to 
be  even  more  exciting.

Hi  Mason,  Assistant  Treasurer  of  the  Red  Sox,  is  a  real  Baseball  veteran,  hav¬ 
ing  begun  his  front  office  career  with  the  St.  Louis  Browns  m  1909.  He  later 
served  as  secretary  and  treasurer  for  the  St.  Louis  Cardinals,  and  joined  the  Red 
Sox  organization  in  1926,  serving  as  traveling  secretary  prior  to  assuming  his  pres¬ 
ent  duties.

The  Seals  have  long  been  known  as  the  proving  and 
training  ground  for  some  of  the  outstanding  stars  in  the 
major  leagues.  The  Coast  League  Open  classification  fran¬ 
chise  now  provides  the  Red  Sox  with  this  top-grade  incu¬ 
bator  for  the  Boston  stars  of  the  future. 


The  Red  Sox,  in  1956,  will  also  have  working  agree¬ 
ments  with  the  Albany  club  of  the  Class  A  Eastern 
League;  the  Greensboro  club  of  the  Class  B  Carolina 
League;  the  Lafayette,  Indiana,  club  of  the  Class  D  Mid¬ 
west  League;  and  the  Corning,  New  York,  club  of  the 
Class  D  Pony  League. 

Eddie  Joost,  the  former  Philadelphia  Athletics  man¬ 
ager,  who  played  a  utility  infield  role  for  the  Red  Sox  in 
1955,  was  named  manager  of  the  San  Francisco  team,  a 
popular  choice  in  the  Bay  Area  since  Joost  is  a  native  son 
of  San  Francisco  who  now  makes  his  home  in  suburban 
Burlingame,  California.

Fortunate  indeed  is  the  young  big  league  hopeful  who 
signs  with  the  Boston  organization.  From  that  moment 
the  men  in  the  Red  Sox  system,  from  the  heads  of  the 
parent  club  through  the  many  minor  league  departments, 
take  a  personal  interest  in  the  young  player’s  progress  and 
welfare,  both  on  and  off  the  baseball  field.  His  living  con¬ 
ditions  and  companions  are  as  carefully  selected  and  di¬ 
rected  as  are  his  diamond  talents. 

In  spring  training,  for  instance,  the  big  leaguer  of  to¬ 
morrow'  is  placed  in  ideal  baseball  surroundings  modelled 
on  those  enjoyed  by  the  present-day  Red  Sox  stars  in  their 
sunny  springtime  base  at  Sarasota,  Florida.  This  past 
spring  the  San  Francisco  club  trained  at  Deland,  Florida, 
w'hile  the  players  from  the  other  four  minor  league  clubs 
were  based  at  Ocala,  Florida. 

From  time  to  time— as  was  the  case  this  past  February— 
these  future  stars  are  given  additional  schooling  and  the 
opportunity  to  display  their  talents  before  the  Red  Sox 
manager  and  board  of  strategy  through  a  special  spring 
session  conducted  at  Sarasota.

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Ten  Years  Ago  ...

J-  here  is  nothing  quite  so  enjoyable  as  an  occasional  happy  stroll 
down  Memory  Lane.  That’s  true  in  Baseball  as  in  any  other  walk  of  life. 

And  just  10  years  ago  this  very  year  .  .  . 

•*  *  *  *  * 

After  watching  a  seventh  place  team  in  1945,  the  last  season  of  wartime 
baseball,  Red  Sox  rooters  looked  hopefully  ahead  to  the  1946  season  when 
several  key  players  would  be  back  in  the  lineup  after  completing  their  mili¬ 
tary  duties. 

Their  hopes  attained  a  rich  fulfillment.  The  1946  edition  of  the  Red 
Sox  made  a  runaway  of  the  American  League  pennant  race.  The  Sox  took 
over  first  place  on  April  28,  were  never  dislodged  from  that  lofty  perch  there¬ 
after  and  finally  clinched  the  flag  in  Cleveland  on  Sept.  13  'when  Tex  Hugh- 
son  pitched  a  shutout  and  Ted  Williams  supplied  a  home  run  for  a  TO 
decision. 

When  the  1946  season  began,  Williams  and  Dom  DiMaggio  were 
patrolling  the  outfield  for  the  first  time  since  1942,  Bobby  Doerr  and  Johnny 
Pesky  were  reunited  as  the  second  base  combination,  Hughson  and  Mickey

Harris  were  back  to  provide  needed 
pitching  strength,  and  Hal  Wagner, 
obtained  from  the  Philadelphia  A’s 
in  a  trade  for  Ford  Garrison  in  May, 
1944,  had  been  discharged  from  the 
Army  and  was  the  club’s  No.  1 
catcher. 

An  off-season  trade  was  a  tre¬ 
mendous  factor  in  the  Red  Sox  1946 
success.  On  Jan.  3,  the  Sox  obtained 
first  baseman  Rudy  York  from  the 
Detroit  Tigers  in  exchange  for  in¬ 
fielder  Eddie  Lake. 

York  played  in  every  one  of  the 
154  games,  hitting  17  home  runs  and 
driving  in  119  runs. 

Another  highly-successful  move  was 
made  on  May  19  of  that  year  when 
Mike  Higgins,  ever  a  favorite  in  Bos¬ 
ton,  returned  to  the  Red  Sox  from  the 
Detroit  Tigers.  Higgins  took  over  the 
third  base  chores  to  perfection  after 
Manager  Joe  Cronin  had  used  an 
assortment  of  players  there,  including 
Rip  Russell,  Ernie  Andres,  Eddie 
Pellagrini,  Don  Gutteridge,  Leon 
Culberson  and  Ben  Steiner. 


Cronin  also  used  several  right  field¬ 
ers  to  best  advantage  throughout  that 
memorable  campaign. 

Culberson  also  worked  in  the  right 
field  spot,  along  with  Wally  Moses, 
Tom  McBride,  George  Metkovich 
and  Johnny  Lazor. 

Roy  Partee  was  the  team’s  No.  2 
catcher,  appearing  in  40  games.  Wag¬ 
ner,  of  course,  was  the  Workhorse  of 
the  receiving  corps,  catching  in  116 
games. 

Dave  Ferriss  (25-6),  Hughson  (20- 
11),  Harris  (17-9)  and  Joe  Dobson 
(13-7)  were  the  Big  Four  of  the 
pitching  staff  that  also  included  Jim 
Bagby,  Jr.,  Charley  Wagner,  Bill 
Zuber,  Earl  Johnson,  Mace  Brown, 
Mike  Ryba  and  Bob  Klinger. 

Boston  fans  were  hungry  for  good 
baseball  in  1946  and  they  were  re¬ 
warded  with  large  portions.  When  the 
Sox '  didn’t  get  good  pitching,  they 
overpowered  the  opposition  with  the

thunderous  bats  of  Williams,  York, 
Doerr,  DiMaggio,  Pesky,  and  all  the 
rest. 

What  power!  Williams  batted  .342, 
hit  38  homers  and  drove  in  123  runs. 
Doerr  batted  .271  with  18  homers 
and  116  runs  batted  in.  DiMaggio 
(.316)  and  Pesky  (.335)  were  forever 
on  base  when  the  RBI  specialists 
came  to  bat. 

It  was  a  tremendously  crowd-ap¬ 
pealing  team,  too.  Fenway  Park  was 
filled  with  enthusiastic  cheers  from 
start  to  finish  of  that  season  just  10 
years  ago. 

Recalling  some  of  the  highlights: 

Opening  Day— The  Red  Sox  were 
off  and  running  on  April  16  at  Wash¬ 
ington  with  Hughson  the  winning 
pitcher  and  Williams  hitting  a  home 
run  in  a  6-3  triumph. 

April  24— The  first  showdown  with 
the  New  York  Yankees  resulted  in  a 
12-5  setback  to  the  Red  Sox.  but  the

score  was  reversed  on  the  following 
dav  when  the  Croninmen  began  a 
15-game  win  streak. 

April  28— Hughson  and  Harris 
pitch  a  doubleheader  win  over  the 
Philadelphia  A’s  and  the  Red  Sox 
move  into  first  place  for  keeps. 

June  8-9— Red  Sox  swept  three- 
game  series  from  Detroit  Tigers,  the 
1945  World  Series  winners  by  one¬ 
sided  scores  of  15-4,  7-1,  11-6. 

July  7— Red  Sox  reach  All-Star 
game  time  with  a  7]/2  game  lead  on 
the  Yankees.

July  9— American  League  wins

has  perfect  four-for-four  day  includ¬ 
ing  two  home  runs. 

July  14— Williams  shift  born  at 
Fenway  Park  in  second  game  of 
doubleheader  after  Ted  hit  three 
home  runs  in  first  game  during  Sox 
1 1-10  win  over  Lou  Boudreau’s  Cleve¬ 
land  Indians. 

July  27— York  hits  two  grand  slam 
home  runs  in  13-6  win  over  St.  Louis 
Browns.  Rudy  drove  in  10  runs. 


August  15-16-17— Red  Sox  take 
three  out  of  four  from  Yankees  in 
Fenway  Park  series. 

Labor  Day— Sox  sweep  double- 
header  from  Yankees  in  Yankee 
Stadium,  and  it’s  all  over  but  the 
shouting  which  comes  on  Friday, 
Sept.  13,  in  Cleveland. 

The  1946  Sox  won  104  games  and 
lost  50,  moving  from  seventh  place 
to  first  place  in  one  season,  a  feat 
accomplished  only  once  before  in 
American  League  history.
